Double Patenting 

1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

2. Claims 1-5 and 8-24 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 3-5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,330,049 in 
view of Kondo et al., US Patent No. 5,726,728. 

Both patent and application disclose a liquid crystal display (LCD) device having a pair 
of substrates, a liquid crystal layer, wall structures defined the liquid crystal regions and about 
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one third or less of a thickness of the Hquid crystal layer (see claims 3-5). The patent does not 
disclose each of the plurality of the regions having a shape of polygon having dulled comers as 
viewed from above. Kondo et al. do disclose wall structures surround and define regions having 
a shape of a polygon having dulled comers as viewed from above (see figures 13 A-13B). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention was 
made to modify the patent device having regions that have a shape of polygon having dulled 
comers as viewed from above as shown by Kondo et al in order to improve smoothness at the 
region comers, so as to improve display characteristics. 

The terminal disclaimer, as stated above, is not proper. Therefore, the double patenting 
rejection stand.
